Imperial Rome restored—on paper 
— but nevertheless resto red , is the 
triumph of a German artist and archi­ 
tect named G. Gattnecht, who has 
based his 
p la u siv e 
reconstruction 
upon the results of Signor Boni s ex­ 
cavations in the neighborhood of the 
Forum. In these pictures of Herr Gatt­ 
necht a satisfying vision of ancient 
Rome may be obtained. 
It is the topography of the great 
capital, however, that Is presented, 
being an architect’s rendering from 
plans, fragm ents and measurem ents. 
The life of the Imperial (’ity is, of 
course, lacking. 
Y'et, w hile the re- 
stort d Stadium of the Palatine pic­ 
tures that great traek as deserted, it 
is conceivable that such a place was, 
even in the palm iest days of Rome, 
solitary, peaceful and devoid of life. 
In th e reconstructed Forum and on 
Palatine Hill evidence of living Rome 
is m arked. 
Artificially, perhaps, but 
still in keeping with the accepted 
idea of Roman life. 
In the picture 
showing the Forum in its heyday, the 
great building in the background is 
the Basilica Armilla, and to tho right 
of it is the 
Tem ple of 
tho 
Deified 
Julius, which was built by Augustus. 
Below it is the Rostrum Julia, on 
which were placed the beaks of the 
ships taken at Actinal. 
On th e left is 
the rostrum proper, w here ora to rs ad­ 
dressed the Curies. 
As th e artist includes th e column of 
Rh ocas, which is tin first one tow ard 
the spectator, th© view «»f t ho Forum 
m ust represent it at a com paratively 
lab day. 
At that finn*— A. I). 60S— 
th© glory of imperial Rome really had 
departed. 
The city had been sacked 
••J years before, hut the barbarians 
had carried aw ay only portable loot. 
The ruin of the magnificent buildings, 
sonn- of which have been found under 
SO feet of rub! i.-.h and earth, occurred 
later. 
Not only it is a truism to say that 
“Rome v.as r.;*t built in a day." bu- it 
might hi' add* <1 that it is a city which 
by Signor 
l oni 
have carried, 
the 
archaeologist s spade and pick deeper 


than ever they wore em ployed before, 
and as a result it has been brought to 
light that before the tim e of Romulus, 
its reputed founde r, the city was old. 
In fact, there have been uncovered 
traces of Celtic occupancy, probably 
while that people were in transit to 
their final home in

Some of the m ost rem arkable work 
is the handicraft of the Congo tribes.

weapons m ade in the w orkshops of 
italy and Spain in the m iddle ages. 
Th** African is the oldest iron worker, 
and som e of t In* specim ens which are 
in th** Douglas collection have com ­ 
m anded the adm iration of the savans 
who have had th*- opportunity of ex­ 
am ining them, for they show an in­ 
herited skill. 
Among the weapons th** battleaxes 
chiefly 
indicate

developm ent 
'vblch som e of the African artificers 


have attained. They have heads which 
are light in weight, hut, owing to th** 
peculiar bracing, ar** strong and ef­ 
fective.

throw ing knives will inflict a danger­ 
ous wound if they com e in contact 
with th e living target.

It is not generally known th a t many 
of th e African tribes excel in wire 
work. 
They m ake w ire of copper and 
brass, which they us** in the orna­ 
m entation of the handles of assega is, 
the hilts of knives, th** helves of bat­ 
tle axt's and the like.

fancies of the African savage is the 
ornam entation of gourds and vases

Imperial Rome restored—on paper 


—but nevertheless restoresd, is the 
triumph of a German artist and archi- 
tect named G. Gattnecht, who haa 
based his 
plausib'g 
reconstruction 


upon the results of Signer Boni'a ex- 
cavations In the neighborhood of the 
Forum. In these pictures of Hern Gatt- 
necht a satisfying vision of ancient 
Rome may be obtained. 


It is the topography of the great 


capital, however, that is presented, 
being nn architect's rendering from 
plans, fragments and measurements. 
The life of the Imperial City is, of 
course, lacking. 
Yet, while the re- 


stored Stadium of the Palatine pic- 
tures that groat track as deserted, it 
is conceivable that such a place was, 
even in the palmiest days of Rome, 
solitary, peaceful and devoid of life. 


In the reconstructed Forum and on 


Palatine Hill evidence of living Home 
is marked. 
Artificially, perhaps, but 


still in keeping with the accepted 
idea of Roman life.

great building in the background is

THE IMPERIAL CITV RESTORED 


FROM RUINS BY ARCHITECT. 


Study of the Present Remains Which 


Have Been Uncovered Has En- 


abled German Artist to 
Achieve a Notable Work. 


Imperial Rome restored—on paper 


—but nevertheless restoresd, Is the 
triumph of a German artist and archi- 
tect named G. Gattnecht, who haa 
based his 
plausib'g 
reconstruction 


upon the results of Signer Boni's ex- 
cavations in the neighborhood of the 
Forum. In these pictures of Herr Gatt- 
necht a satisfying vision of ancient 
Rome may be obtained. 


It is the topography of the great 


capital, however, that is presented, 
being an architect's rendering from 
plans, fragments and measurements. 
The life of the Imperial City is, of 
course, lacking. 
Yet, while the re- 


stored Stadium of the Palatine pic- 
tures that groat track as deserted, it 
is conceivable that such a place was, 
even in the palmiest days of Rome, 
solitary, peaceful and devoid of life. 


In the reconstructed Forum and on 


Palatine Hill evidence of living Rome 
is marked. 
Artificially, perhaps, but 


still in keeping with the accepted 
idea of Roman 
life. 
In the 
picture 


showing tho Forum in Its heyday, the 
great building in the background is 
tho Husilica Aomilla, and to the right 
of it is tho 
Toniplo of 
tho 
Deified 


Julius, which was built by Augustus. 
Hclow it is the Rostt uni Julia, on 
which wero placed the beaks of the 
ships taken at Act linn. On tho left is 
tho rostrum proper, where orators ad- 
diessotl iho Curios 


As tho artist includes tho column of 


Phocas. vvhich is the firM ono toward 
the spectator, the MOW of tho Koi uni
